Tens of thousands march in Caracas;

CARACAS— Venezuela's op¬ 
position candidate Henrique 
Capriles called tens of thou¬ 
sands of supporters onto the 
streets of the government's 
stronghold in downtown Cara¬ 
cas yesterday, in a show of 
strength a week before he faces 
Nicolas Maduro in a presiden¬ 
tial vote. 

More often seen filled with 
the red flags and T-shirts of 
Chavez's loyal supporters, the 
historic Bolivar Avenue in the 
center of the capital was 
packed with opposition sup¬ 
porters decked out in the blue, 


yellow and red of Capriles' 
campaign. 

Acting leader Nicolas 
Maduro has vowed to continue 
the hard-line socialism of his 
late boss, Hugo Chavez, if he 
wins the election on April 14. 
Maduro was holding a giant 
rally yesterday in rural Apure 
state, on the border with 
Colombia. 

Both candidates are touring 
the South American country 
during a lightning, 10-day cam¬ 
paign ahead of next Sunday's 
vote. 

Capriles, who is predicting 


a late pro-opposition surge as 
sympathy wears off after 
Chavez's death, is vowing to 
install a Brazilian-style admi¬ 
nistration of free-market eco¬ 
nomics with strong social 
welfare policies. 

The race took a somewhat 
surreal turn on Saturday when 
Maduro said a centuries-old 
curse would fall on the heads of 
those who do not vote for him. 

Despite the opposition lea¬ 
der's optimism, opinion polls 
give the 50-year-old Maduro a 
lead of more than 10 percen¬ 
tage points.

Record-setting Roly Bisslik receives hero

He was born, Agripino 
Rolando Bislik, but is best 
known by his nickname, Roly. 
Roly Bislik is a popular figure 
on the island and is also well- 
known internationally for his 
many personal achievements. 
Today he is recognized as a 
stalwart of the Savaneta Bar¬ 
rio where he was born, grew 
up and still lives to this day. 

Rely was born in a humble 
home led by his father who 
was a welder as well as a fish¬ 
erman. They lived with their 
mother and 15 other persons 
in the same house. They were 
actually 18 of them in the 
same house with their grand¬ 
father, and uncle and others. 
They ate iguana, pigeon, 
chicken, but there was always 
food on their table, says Roly. 

As a youngster he attended 
John Wesley College, after 
which he began working for 
the Lago Refinery where he 
was hired as an apprentice 
mechanical engineer. After a 
one year study program he 
was offered the position of 
head of his department. The 
same day he received that 
offer, however, he was asked 
to teach physical education at 


his former school. 

Instead, he went to Holland 
to study where he met his 
wife, Winnie. They have 
raised two sons and now two 
grandchildren. It was back in 
1976 when Roly first made a 
public statement about Aruba 
needing an Olympic pool. In 
1985, when the Lago Refinery 
shut down, together with his 
wife, they decided not to go to 
Holland and be employed 
there in a secure job, but to re¬ 
main on Aruba and work to 
help our island during her 
most difficult time. 

On the 7th of August, 
1988, Roly was finally able to 
realize his dream: for Aruba to 
have an Olympic pool. Roly 
swam 30 kilometers between 


Venezuela and Aruba in a 
fundraising project for the 
Olympic pool. 

Today, he says that he is 
very happy that Ramon Lee 
had the courage to name the 
pool after him. 

He says, “it is such a de¬ 
light to teach swimming 
classes in the pool that bears 
my name.” 

The Prime Minister was 
delighted to visit Roly Bislik 
this past week and to express 
words of praise and endear¬ 
ment for his tremendous con¬ 
tribution to Savaneta and 
Aruba. Roly is indeed one of 
the true stalwarts of Savaneta 
and deserves the recognition 
he received.

Russia, Nicaraguan Navy 
seize large quantity of 
cocaine in Caribbean 



naval forces and Russian drug 
enforcement agents seized 100 
packages of cocaine on the 
high seas, state media reported, 
citing military spokesmen. 

The narco intercept, which 
occurred the night of April 4 as 
part of “Operation Sove¬ 
reignty,” is perhaps Nicara¬ 
gua’s farthest-reaching drug 
bust to date. It occurred in wa¬ 
ters that were awarded to 
Nicaragua in last November’s 
ruling by the International 
Court of Justice (ICJ). 

The navy recovered an 
abandoned go-fast boast and 
116 kilos of the drugs that were

China boosts bird flu 
response as cases rise 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - China 
confirmed three more cases of 
bird flu yesterday, as authori¬ 
ties sought to curb a deadly 
outbreak by banning live poul¬ 
try sales and disinfecting 
schools. 

The new cases of the H7N9 
strain of avian influenza 
brought the number recorded 
in China's developed eastern 
region to 21 since it was an¬ 
nounced a week ago that the 
virus had been found in hu¬ 
mans for the first time. 

Six people have died, in¬ 
cluding four in the commercial 
city of Shanghai, which has 
recorded 10 cases of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Of the three newly con¬ 
firmed cases, two were elderly 
men in Shanghai who are re¬ 
ceiving treatment, Shanghai's 
local government said. 

The third was a 5 5-year-old 
man working in the live poul¬ 
try trade and was reported in 
east China's Anhui province, 
according to state news agency 
Xinhua. 

Taiwan's Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control said yesterday it 
was investigating two possible 
cases involving people who 
travelled to the affected area in 
mainland China. 

China stepped up efforts 
yesterday to halt the deadly 
outbreak, with state media sa¬ 
ying "intense" farming me¬ 
thods had heightened the risk 
of deadly diseases crossing 
from animals to humans. 


The education ministry or¬ 
dered schools nationwide to 
"guarantee" the health of stu¬ 
dents against infectious disease, 
including H7N9, by ensuring 
the safety of food and monitor¬ 
ing for symptoms of illness. 

In Shanghai workers 
sprayed disinfectant in class¬ 
rooms, local television showed, 
while markets were closed to 
halt the spread of the disease. 

Shanghai had already 
banned live poultry trading 
while nearby Nanjing city has 
followed suit and Hangzhou 
culled poultry after discove¬ 
ring infected quail. 

In an editorial on Sunday 
the state-backed Global Times 
newspaper said farming meth¬ 
ods were helping to spread the 
disease. 

"In China's southern and 
eastern coastal areas, agricul¬ 
ture, especially animal hus¬ 
bandry, has become more 
intense and populations more 
dense," said the English-lan¬ 
guage edition of the paper. 
"There is greater chance of con¬ 
tact between humans and ani¬ 
mals and subsequent diseases." 

It called for higher stan¬ 
dards in the agricultural indus¬ 
try and more balanced 
development, instead of a nar¬ 
row focus on rapid economic 
growth. 

Chinese authorities, who 
have confirmed H7N9 in birds, 
maintain there is no evidence 
of human-to-human transmis¬ 
sion of the virus.

Chilean poet Neruda to be exhumed today

of Santiago. The remains of Chilean Nobel 
laureate Pablo Neruda will be exhumed 
today to determine if he actually died of 
cancer or was poisoned, a judicial source 
told AFP. The leftist poet, who died just 
days after the 1973 military coup that 
ousted socialist president Salvador Al- 
lende, and brought General Augusto 
Pinochet to power, was long believed to 
have died of prostate cancer. Neruda's 
family and the official foundation that ad¬ 
ministers his work have both accepted 
the official cause of death, saying in a 
2011 statement that there was "no evi¬ 
dence or proof' to suggest foul play. But 
officials in 2011 started looking into the 
possibility he was poisoned by agents of 
the Pinochet regime, as claimed by 
Neruda's driver. The exhumation was or¬ 
dered last month by Judge Mario Carroza 
but no specific date had been made pub¬ 
lic. Neruda is buried next to his wife 
Matilde Urrutia in Isla Negra, 120 kilome¬ 
ters (75 miles) west of the capital Santi¬ 
ago. He won the 1971 Nobel Prize in 
Literature and is best known for his love 
poems, as well as his "Canto General" - 
an epic poem about South America's his¬ 
tory and its people.

Pakistan poll 



CHITRAL (AFP) - Pakistani 
poll officials yesterday ap¬ 
proved former military dicta¬ 
tor Pervez Musharraf to run 
for parliament in the upcom¬ 
ing general election, despite 
a litany of legal challenges 
against him. 

Musharraf ruled Pakistan 
for nine years after seizing 
power in a bloodless coup in 
1999 and returned to Pakistan 
from self-imposed exile last 
month vowing to run for the 
May 11 poll in four con¬ 
stituencies. 

He remains a hugely con¬ 
troversial figure nearly five 
years after he resigned in the 
face of impeachment pro¬ 
ceedings and his All-Pakistan 
Muslim League party is not 
thought to be a serious con¬ 
tender for power at the polls. 


MADRID (AFP) - A slim ma¬ 
jority of Spaniards disapprove 
of King Juan Carlos, an opin¬ 
ion poll published yesterday 
showed, after scandals over an 
elephant-hunting trip and a cor¬ 
ruption probe centred on his 
son-in-law. 

The poll published in cen¬ 
tre-left newspaper El Pais 
showed 53 percent disapproved 
of the way the 75-year-old head 
of state is carrying out his func¬ 
tions, against 42 percent who 
approved. 

That gave him an overall 
approval-versus-disapproval 
rating of -11, compared to +21 
in December, a lower rating 
than the one received by tax in¬ 
spectors or lawyers and the first 
time that he has received a neg¬ 
ative rating. 

Disapproval of the mo¬ 
narch, who is recovering from 
surgery in March for slipped 
discs, his seventh operation in 
three years, was highest among 
left-wing voters and people 
aged 18 to 34. Among those in 
this age group, the king's ap¬ 
proval-versus-disapproval rat¬ 
ing stood at -41. 

The poll was carried out by 
the Metroscopia polling firm 
for the newspaper in March, 
before a judge on Wednesday 
named the king's youngest 
daughter, Princess Cristina, as 
a suspect in a corruption case. 

The case, which was opened 
at the end of 2011, is centered 
on allegations of embezzle¬ 
ment and influence peddling 
against Cristina's husband, for¬ 


mer Olympic handball player 
Inaki Urdangarin, and his for¬ 
mer business partner Diego 
Torres. The pair are suspected 
of overbilling regional govern¬ 
ments to stage sports and 
tourism events, and then sy¬ 
phoning off money to the non¬ 
profit Noos Institute, which 
Urdangarin chaired from 2004 
to 2006. 

The king won wide respect 
in Spain for helping guide it 
through a political transition 
after the death of dictator Fran¬ 
cisco Franco in 1975. 

But his image suffered last 
year due to the corruption scan¬ 
dal and an expensive elephant¬ 
hunting holiday which he took 
in Botswana while Spain was 
struggling through a steep re¬ 
cession and a record jobless 
rate of 26 percent. 

The king broke his hip dur¬ 
ing the trip and had to be flown 
home for medical care. 

He issued an unprecedented 
public apology after his return 
but the affair fuelled calls from 
some quarters that he should 
abdicate in favour of his 45- 
year-old-son, Prince Felipe, the 
youngest of his three children 
with Queen Sofia. 

Felipe's approval ratings 
have also taken a hit but remain 
broadly favourable. 

A majority of Spaniards, 61 
percent, approve of Felipe 
against 33 percent who disap¬ 
prove, giving him an overall 
approval-versus-disapproval 
rating of +28, compared to +37 
in December.

Officials: NATO strike kills 
11 children in Afghanistan 


ASAD ABAD (AFP) - A 
NATO air attack in eastern 
Afghanistan has killed 11 chil¬ 
dren, officials said yesterday, 
the latest case of civilian casu¬ 
alties which provoke great 
anger in the war-tom country. 

The children were killed 
during a joint Afghan-NATO 
operation in the Shigal district 
of restive Kunar province bor¬ 
dering Pakistan late on Satur¬ 
day. 

An Afghan official in¬ 
volved in the operation who 
did not want to be named said 
air support was called in after 
local and coalition forces came 
under attack, resulting in the 
death of an American and in¬ 
juries to several Afghan sol¬ 
diers. The official said the 
force did not know there were 
women and children in the 
houses that were hit. 

Civilian casualties caused 
by NATO forces have been 
one of the most contentious is¬ 
sues in the 11-year campaign 
against Taliban insurgents, 
provoking harsh criticism from 
Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai and angry public 
protests. 

The president "strongly 


condemned the ISAF air strike 
in Kunar that killed 11 chil¬ 
dren," in a statement issued by 
his office. 

Local officials including 
Shigal district governor Abdul 
Zahir had earlier given a death 
toll of 10 children killed and 
six women wounded, while 
Sayed Rahman, security com¬ 
mander of Shigal, said one 
woman was also among the 
dead. 

A spokesman for NATO’s 
International Security Assis¬ 
tance Force (ISAF) confirmed 
the strike and said the coalition 
was gathering information to 
determine what happened. 

US-led coalition forces are 
winding down their operations 
before a scheduled withdrawal 
of the bulk of their 100,000 
troops by the end of 2014, and 
racing to prepare Afghan 
forces to take over responsibil¬ 
ity for security. 

But a brazen attack last 
Wednesday — when Taliban 
gunmen killed 46 people at a 
court in the western city of 
Farah to try to free insurgents 
standing trial — raised further 
questions about the Afghans’ 
ability to secure the country.

72 dead in Mumbai building collapse 
as search ends

MUMBAI (AFP) - Authorities 
on the weekend abandoned a 
search for more survivors from 
the collapse of a seven-storey 
building on Mumbai's outskirts 
that killed 72 people, saying 
there was no hope of finding 
anybody else alive. 

The cave-in of the partly 
finished building highlighted 
widespread shoddy building 
standards in the country where 
there is huge demand for hous¬ 
ing and pervasive corruption 
often means cost-cutting and 
no inspections. 

"The rescue work is now 
over since there is no hope of 
finding any more survivors," 
Sandeep Malvi, Thane muni¬ 
cipal corporation spokesman, 
told AFP. "The death toll is now 
72. About 36 are injured and 
undergoing treatment. At least 
126 people have been rescued." 

Most of the victims were 
poor daily wage earners wor¬ 
king at the site and their fami¬ 
lies, who were living with 
them. 

Two builders arrested over 


the deadly collapse of a seven- 
storey apartment block that 
killed 74 people appeared yes¬ 
terday in court in western 
India. 

Jamil Qureshi and Salim 
Sheikh had fled after the illegal 
structure in Thane district on 
the outskirts of Mumbai col¬ 
lapsed on Thursday evening 
but were arrested by police a 
day later. 

The pair, along with seven 
others arrested in connection 


with the tragedy, were re¬ 
manded injudicial custody till 
April 20, police said. 

"Apart from the builders, 
we have also arrested some 
public servants who were in¬ 
volved in this. The builders 
had bribed them," Thane po¬ 
lice commissioner K.P. Raghu- 
vanshi told a press conference. 

The building collapse was 
the deadliest since 2010 when 
69 people were killed in New 
Delhi in a similar incident. 


Majority of French favour reshuffle 
after tax scandal 


PARIS (AFP) - Nearly two- 
thirds of French people are in 
favour of a government reshuf¬ 
fle following a tax fraud scan¬ 
dal that has rocked the 
administration of President 
Francois Hollande, a survey 
showed yesterday. 

Critics have rounded on 
Hollande — already in the dol¬ 
drums in opinion polls — over 
the scandal in which ex-budget 
minister Jerome Cahuzac faces 
charges of tax fraud after he 
admitted owning an unde¬ 
clared foreign bank account 
containing some 600,000 euros 
($770,000). 

Three in five respondents to 
a poll conducted for the Jour¬ 
nal du Dimanche newspaper 
said they said they were in 
favour of a government reshuf¬ 
fle soon over the "Cahuzac af¬ 


fair". 

A majority of the more than 
1,000 respondents also said the 
scandal had had a negative im¬ 
pact on Prime Minister Jean- 
Marc Ayrault, his government 
and on Hollande himself. 

"For the French, the 
Cahuzac affair is not an iso¬ 
lated act. There is mistrust to¬ 
wards their elected represen¬ 
tatives," Frederic Dabi, deputy 
head of Ifop, the polling com¬ 
pany that conducted the sur¬ 
vey, was quoted as saying. 

The scandal erupted Tues¬ 
day after Cahuzac — once in 
charge of tackling tax evasion 
— admitted to investigators that 
he had the account, after re¬ 
peatedly denying it to the pre¬ 
sident, in parliament and in 
media interviews. 

Critics promptly accused 


Hollande and his deputies of 
either trying to cover up the 
scandal or of mismanagement 
for having believed Cahuzac's 
denials. 

Hollande then came under 
even more criticism when it 
was revealed that his campaign 
treasurer, businessman Jean- 
Jacques Augier, had joint own¬ 
ership of two firms registered 
in the Cayman Islands, a well- 
known tax haven. 

Augier has said he had done 
nothing illegal and that his 
business activities were en¬ 
tirely separate from his politi¬ 
cal actions. 

Last week, both Ayrault and 
the president rejected the idea 
of a government reshuffle, de¬ 
spite growing pressure from 
critics on either side of the po¬ 
litical divide.

Himalaya, India's booming 
herbal healthcare company 



BANGALORE, India (AFP) 
- Its raw materials are plants 
and it bases its products on 
texts dating back millennia, 
but don’t dare call India's 
biggest herbal healthcare 
group a maker of "alternative 
medicine". 

"It's high time people took 
us very seriously and did not 
view us as an alternative form 
of medicine," says Philipe 
Hay don, the India chief exec¬ 
utive of the Himalaya group 
from his office in tech and 
healthcare hub Bangalore. 

"This is not a feel-good 
product. This will save a 
man's life," he says, taking a 
box from a stack next to his 
desk. 

It is marked Liv 52, a 
blend of six herbs used to 
treat liver disorders, and is 
one of the firms best-selling 
products. 

In two recent clinical tests, 
results published in the World 
Journal of Gastroenterology 
in 2007 and in the Antiviral 
Research journal in 2009 
showed significant results. 

"It so happens that the 
input material is a herb but 
the rest of it is very very 
modern," said the 50-year- 
old, who joined Himalaya in 
1979. 

The group is an Indian 
healthcare success story, 
combining ancient traditional 
medicine known as Ayurveda 


with cutting-edge technology. 

Its air-tight production fa¬ 
cility converts truck-loads of 
fragrant organic matter into 
eight million tablets a day 
and 10,000 bottles of medi¬ 
cine. 

In the quality control area, 
men and women in lab coats

Liv.52 HB 
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sit next to conveyor belts as 
tablets fly past on their way 
into plastic pots carrying Hi¬ 
malaya's green and orange la¬ 
bels. 

In the research and devel¬ 
opment wing, 250 scientists 
are working to find new com¬ 
binations of herbs whose ac¬ 
tive ingredients are extracted 
and concentrated to form 
products that are then tested 
by humans. 

Sales have quadrupled in 
the last five years to reach 12 
billion rupees ($220 million) 
in 2012. Its target is a billion 
dollars in annual revenue in 
the next four years as it 


spreads into foreign markets. 

-- Spreading Ayurveda -- 

Ayurvedic medicine — 
which means the "science of 
life" in Sanskrit — treats the 
physical and mental sources 
of illness through, for exam¬ 
ple, prescribing herbs in con¬ 
junction with yoga or 
massage. 

Much of the knowl¬ 
edge, passed on by word 
of mouth, predates writ¬ 
ten records, but two vol¬ 
umes of remedies and 
prescriptions have sur¬ 
vived called the Caraka 
Samhita and the 
Sushruta Samhita. 

"This is where it all 
begins, these herbal 
texts that were handed 
down 3,000 years ago," 
said Haydon. 

"We look at the kind of 
combinations (of herbs) that 
are suggested and from that 
point onwards we have a 
group of scientists who bring 
contemporary medicine and 
science to those texts." 

The group now has 75 
remedies, including treat¬ 
ments for hypertension, kid¬ 
ney stones and cholesterol. 

An estimated 80 percent 
of India's 1.2-billion popula¬ 
tion uses Ayurvedic medi¬ 
cine, partly for cost reasons, 
with a pack of 100 Liv 52 
tablets selling for just 65 ru¬ 
pees ($1.20). 


To raise its profile and rev¬ 
enues, Himalaya branched 
out in 1996 into consumer 
products such as shampoos 
and sun cream. 

Like the pharmaceuticals, 
these use herbs such as neem, 
a tree known as a "village 
pharmacy" in rural India due 
to the range of its medicinal 
properties. 

Dotted around India but 
centred in the temperate 
foothills of the Himalayas, 
4,000 producers of leaves, 
roots and plants are busy 
farming for the group on 
long-term contracts. 

— Competition — 

The rejection of the "alter¬ 
native" tag is partly borne of 
bitter experience in the West, 
where regulations on phar¬ 
maceuticals mean Himalaya's 
products are classed as food 
supplements and thus stocked 
alongside other treatments 
that Haydon dismisses as 
"feel-good products". 

If Himalaya must be con¬ 
sidered "alternative", he says 
it should be seen only as an 
alternative to multi-national 
pharmaceutical firms. 

"We are competing with 
GlaxoSmithKline, Beechams 
and AstraZeneca. They have 
products for diabetes, so do 
we. They have products for 
hepatitis, so do we," he says. 

Overall, the resources are 
tiny compared with a giant 
like GlaxoSmithKline which 
recorded a $7.0-billion profit 
last year. 

And Himalaya holds a 
mere eight patents having 
"got out of the patent race" 
because they offered little 
protection from 
competitors who 
could simply 
copy a combina¬ 
tion, add a new 
herb and then 
claim it as a dif¬ 
ferent product. 


Jon Tilburt, an expert on 
modern Western and tradi¬ 
tional medicine at the Mayo 
Clinic healthcare group in the 
United States, says he under¬ 
stands why Himalaya rejects 
the "alternative" label. 

"There are plenty of herbal 
companies and all of them in 
some ways would like to 
have the esteem of a pharma¬ 
ceutical company but then 
none of them wants the regu¬ 
latory burden," he told AFR 

"They really want their 
own category of a sort of ex¬ 
ecutive club for herbal play¬ 
ers." 

Generally the scientific 
evidence on alternative med¬ 
icine is mixed, he said, echo¬ 
ing the World Health 
Organisation which has 
called for more funding to 
test traditional treatments 
from India, Africa or China. 

And there are potential 
dangers that give the herbal 
industry a bad name. 

A study published this 
month by Graham Lord, a 
professor of medicine at 
King's College London, 
warned about remedies once 
sold but now banned in the 
West that contain aristolochic 
acids linked to kidney failure. 

"Herbal remedies around 
the world are not legislated as 
medicines," he told AFR "Be¬ 
cause it's herbal, it's not nec¬ 
essarily safe." 

But for Himalaya, the fu¬ 
ture appears bright — not least 
because the domestic drugs 
market is growing at an an¬ 
nual rate of 15 percent, ac¬ 
cording to the Confederation 
of Indian Industries.

Japan scientists can 
’read’ dreams: study 



TOKYO (AFP) - Scientists in 
Japan said recently they had 
found a way to "read” people’s 
dreams, using MRI scanners to 
unlock some of the secrets of 
the unconscious mind. 

Researchers have managed 
what they said was ’’the 
world's first decoding" of 
night-time visions, the subject 
of centuries of speculation that 
have captivated humanity 
since ancient times. 

In the study, published in 
the journal Science, re¬ 
searchers at the ATR Compu¬ 
tational Neuroscience 

Laboratories, in Kyoto, west¬ 
ern Japan, used magnetic res¬ 
onance imaging (MRI) scans 
to locate exactly which part of 
the brain was active during the 
first moments of sleep. 

The scientists then woke up 
the dreamers and asked them 
what images they had seen, a 
process that was repeated 200 
times. 

These answers were com¬ 
pared with the brain maps that 
had been produced by the MRI 
scanner, the researchers said, 
adding that they later built a 
database, based on the results. 

On subsequent attempts 
they were able to predict what 
images the volunteers had 
seen with a 60 percent accu¬ 
racy rate, rising to more than 
70 percent with around 15 spe¬ 
cific items including men, 


ords and books, they said. 
"We have concluded that 
e successfully decoded 
some kinds of dreams with 
distinctively high success 
ate," said Yukiyasu Kami- 
ani, a senior researcher at 
he laboratories and head of 
the study team. 

"Dreams have fascinated 
people since ancient times, 
but their function and 
meaning has remained 
closed," Kamitani told 

AFP. "I believe this result 
was a key step towards read¬ 
ing dreams more precisely." 

His team is now trying to 
predict other dream experi¬ 
ences such as smells, colours 
and emotion, as well as entire 
stories in people's dreams. 

"We would like to intro¬ 
duce a more accurate method 
so that we can work on a way 
of visualising dreams," he 
said. 

Kamitani, however, admits 
that there is still a long way to 
go before they are anywhere 
near understanding a whole 
dream. 

He said the decoding pat¬ 
terns differ for individuals and 
the database they have devel¬ 
oped cannot be applied gener¬ 
ally, rather it has to be 
generated for each person. 

The experiment also only 
used the images the subjects 
were seeing right before they 
were woken up. Deep sleep, 
where subjects have more 
vivid dreams, remains a mys¬ 
tery. 

"There are still a lot of 
things that are unknown," he 
added. 

Kamitani's experiment is 
the latest in a government-led 
brain study programme aimed 
at applying the science to 
medical and welfare services, 
government officials said. 


NASA wants to tow an 
asteroid to the moon: 
senator 


TV startup shakes 
up US broadcasters 

with court win 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
startup whose business model 
is based on tiny antennas re¬ 
ceiving over-the-air televi¬ 
sion for online viewing by 
subscribers has put the US 
broadcast industry on the de¬ 
fensive. 

Aereo made headlines on 
April 1 with a preliminary 
court victory over the major 
broadcasters, which had 
sought to shut down the serv¬ 
ice for copyright infringe¬ 
ment. 

The case, which is still 
pending, is seen by some as a 
potentially groundbreaking 
test: for consumers, whether 
they can "shift" TV viewing 
to the Web through a third 
party; and for broadcasters, 
whether they can maintain 
control of their content. 

Aereo, which is backed by 
media mogul Barry Diller, 
launched in early 2012 in the 
New York area and was im¬ 
mediately sued by the major 
broadcast networks — ABC, 
NBC, CBS and Fox - for 
copyright infringement. 

The company claims its 
actions are legal, because it is 
not rebroadcasting, but giv¬ 
ing subscribers a personal an¬ 
tenna in its New York 
warehouse that enables them 
to watch live TV or record it 
for later viewing. 

A US appeals court panel 
agreed with Aereo, in a pre¬ 
liminary decision on a re¬ 
quest for an injunction to shut 
down the service. A full hear¬ 
ing in the case is still pend¬ 
ing. 

The court ruled 2-1 that 
Aereo was not retransmitting 
"public performances," 
which would be banned 
under copyright law, but 
merely allowing customers to 
rent antennas to receive and 
record free broadcasts. 

Some called the ruling a 
victory for consumers, saying 
it will allow them to get out 
from constraints from cable 
companies, which call the 
shots for most US TV view¬ 
ers. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA wants to grab a small 
asteroid and tow it into orbit 
around the moon, as part of a 
long-range plan towards es¬ 
tablishing permanent manned 
outposts in space, according 
to a US senator. 

To get the project off the 
ground, US President Barack 
Obama will propose around 
$100 million for the US 
space agency in his 2014 
budget, which he submits to 
Congress on Wednesday, 
Senator Bill Nelson said in a 
statement. 

"This is part of what will 
be a much broader program," 
the Florida Democrat ex¬ 
plained. 

"The plan combines the 
science of mining an asteroid, 
along with developing ways 
to deflect one, along with 
providing a place to develop 
ways we can go to Mars." 

The plan calls for a ro¬ 
botic-spacecraft to capture 
the asteroid and tow it back 
towards Earth, ultimately 
leaving it in a stable orbit 
around the moon, close 
enough that, within eight 
years, astronauts could head 
on over. 


A similar plan was initially 
proposed in 2012 by experts at 
the California Institute of 
Technology, and the group, 
along with other top re¬ 
searchers in the field, have 
since prepared a detailed study 
into the project's feasibility. 

"It would be mankind's 
first attempt at modifying the 
heavens to enable the perma¬ 
nent settlement of humans in 
space," scientists said in their 
report. 

Obama's goal of sending a 
manned mission to a near- 
Earth asteroid by 2025 is im¬ 
possible given NASA's 
current and projected funding 
levels, expert analysis has 
suggested. 

But using an unmanned 
vehicle to instead bring a 
500-ton asteroid close to 
home could change the game 
and get humans to an asteroid 
as early as 2021, four years 
ahead of the deadline. 

Once there, "there could be 
mining activities, research 
into ways of deflecting an as¬ 
teroid from striking Earth, 
and testing to develop tech¬ 
nology for a trip to deep 
space and Mars," Nelson's 
statement said.

Minister: Luxembourg ready 
to revise bank secrecy 


BERLIN (AFP) - Luxembourg 
is prepared to lift the lid 
slightly on its controversial 
bank secrecy in an effort to 
help curb tax evasion by fo¬ 
reign depositors, its finance 
minister told a Sunday news¬ 
paper. 

Following intense criticism 
by eurozone partners of Lux¬ 
embourg's insular banking 
practices, Luc Frieden told 
Germany's Frankfurter Allge- 
meine Sonntagszeitung it 
would now consider moves to¬ 
ward greater transparency. 

"We want to strengthen co¬ 
operation with foreign tax au¬ 
thorities," he said. "The inter¬ 
national trend is going toward 
an automatic exchange of bank 
deposit information. We no 
longer strictly oppose that." 

He cited interest payments 
to foreign clients as an exam¬ 
ple of data that could be given 
to home countries as a matter 
of course. 

"Luxembourg does not rely 
on clients who want to save on 
their taxes." 

German Finance Minister 
Wolfgang Schaeuble called the 
remarks good news. 

"I welcome every step to¬ 
ward an automatic exchange of 
information," he told Mon¬ 
day's issue of the daily Saar- 


bruecker Zeitung, which pro¬ 
vided an advance copy. 

"We are in close consulta¬ 
tions with Luxembourg and 
discussed the issue a few 
weeks ago during a meeting of 
the German-speaking finance 
ministers in Berlin." 

One of six founding mem¬ 
bers of the EU, Luxembourg 
has increasingly come under 
the microscope in post-global 
financial crisis legislative 
clean-up action, primarily for 
its culture of banking secrecy. 

Frieden said recently he 
wants finance clients to come 
to Luxembourg "not to escape 
taxation... but because our 
products and services are bet¬ 
ter geared to international 
needs." 

The Luxembourg govern¬ 
ment said the sector includes 
141 banks from 26 countries 
and 3,840 investment funds 
sold in 70 other countries. 

The issue gained fresh 
prominence this month when a 
vast trove of emails and leaked 
records from offshore tax 
havens exposed the identities 
of thousands of account hold¬ 
ers. 

The release prompted fresh 
calls to crack down on banking 
systems that facilitate tax 
dodging.

Argentina floods caused 
$5 billion in damage 

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - Damage from last week’s record 
rains and flooding in Argentina exceeded five billion dollars, 
according to officials, who said yesterday that more than 
350,000 people suffered losses in property.Flooding sub¬ 
merged cars and sent people scrambling to rooftops for 
safety, inundating Buenos Aires and the city of La Plata, 
some 60 kilometers (40 miles) south of the capital. Authori¬ 
ties said the storm damaged some 60,000 homes in La Plata 
— about a quarter of all the dwellings in the city of nearly 
one million people. 
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IMF's Lagarde says Euro has 'long¬ 
standing future' 



BOAO, China (AFP) - Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) 
chief Christine Lagarde yester¬ 
day told an audience in China 
that the euro has a solid future 
and that she hopes no more 
countries in Europe will need 
bailouts. 

"I think the collective polit¬ 
ical will.... to maintain, defend, 
protect and enhance the mone¬ 
tary zone and currency zone 
has been largely underesti¬ 
mated," Lagarde said. 

"The euro has a future and 
has a long-standing one." 

The former French finance 
minister spoke during a ques- 
tion-and-answer session that 
followed an address she gave 
at the Boao Forum for Asia, an 
annual conference of political 
and economic leaders held on 
the Chinese island of Hainan. 

Her appearance prompted 
questions from audience par¬ 
ticipants about the situation in 
Cyprus, where the Mediter¬ 


ranean country struck a 10-bil- 
lion-euro ($13 billion) bailout 
deal with the EU, the European 
Central Bank (ECB) and the 
International Monetary Fund - 
- the so-called troika. 

Europe has struggled with 
financial crises and the trou¬ 
bles besetting Cyprus are the 
latest in a series of sovereign 
debt crises and bailouts — most 
notably in Greece — that have 
shaken global confidence. 

Such concerns were high¬ 
lighted Friday when a US 
Treasury official said uncer¬ 
tainty surrounding Europe's fi¬ 
nancial woes "remains a risk to 
our recovery and the global 
economic outlook". 

The official spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity ahead of 
Treasury Secretary Jacob 
Lew's upcoming visit to the 
EU. 

Asked specifically about 
the prospect for further crises, 
Lagarde said: "I don't have a 


crystal ball. My dearest hope is 
that there is not yet another 
country down the line that 
needs to be repaired and that 
could require support from 
both the European partners and 
the IMF." 

She added, however,that 
Cyprus represented a unique 
case and reminded her audi¬ 
ence that the country's econ¬ 
omy amounted to a mere 0.2 
percent of Europe's economy. 

"I don't mean to be deroga¬ 
tory about this country," she 
said, noting its status as a mem¬ 
ber of Europe and of the IMF. 
"But it was a very specific case 
in many respects," she added, 
citing factors such as the size of 
the banking sector relative to 
the Cyprus economy. 

Lagarde also said she hoped 
European authorities would 
leam from experiences over the 
past couple of years and "de¬ 
cide to accelerate the consoli¬ 
dation of their currency zone". 
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’Evil Dead’ slays 
N. America box 
office in debut 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
reboot of the horror classic 
"Evil Dead” slayed its rivals 
in its opening weekend, top¬ 
ping the North American box 
office with $26 million in 
ticket sales, industry esti¬ 
mates showed Sunday. 

’’Evil Dead,” a reinvention 
of Sam Raimi's cult 1981 
film about a group of friends 
hunted by demons in the 
woods, bested stone-age car¬ 
toon "The Croods,” Dream¬ 
Works Animation's latest 
family crowd pleaser, which 
took in $21 million. 

Long-delayed sequel "G.I. 
Joe: Retaliation” — an action 
film about a fantasy elite mil¬ 
itary unit starring Channing 
Tatum and Bruce Willis — 
dropped from first to third 
place at $20.5 million, ac¬ 
cording to Exhibitor Rela¬ 
tions. 

Paramount had postponed 
the sequel to 2009's "G.I. Joe: 
The Rise of Cobra” from its 
original June release in order 
to add 3D effects. 

The 3D re-release of 
Steven Spielberg's 1993 di¬ 
nosaur classic "Jurassic Park” 
stomped back onto the big 
screen, raking in $18.2 mil¬ 
lion in its opening weekend 
to earn fourth place. 

"Tyler Perry's Tempta¬ 
tion,” a sultry thriller starring 
Vanessa Williams and Kim 
Kardashian, dropped from 
third to fifth place with $12 
million. 

Action thriller "Olympus 
Has Fallen,” a tale of terror¬ 
ism in the US capital and a 
kidnapped president starring 
Gerard Butler and Morgan 
Freeman, fell to sixth place 
with $9.5 million in box of¬ 
fice receipts. 

In seventh was Walt Dis¬ 
ney's 3D fantasy adventure 
flick "Oz the Great and Pow¬ 
erful," which earned $8.2 
million in its fifth week in 
theaters, for a grand total of 
nearly $213 million so far. 

"The Host,” an action-ad¬ 
venture film adapted from a 
novel by "Twilight” author 
Stephenie Meyer, was in 
eighth place with $5.5 mil¬ 
lion.

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US lawmakers seek reason for Beyonce, Jay-Z Cuba trip 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Two US Republican lawmak¬ 
ers want to know if popular 
American pop star Beyonce 
and her husband, rap singer 
Jay-Z, had the US govern¬ 
ment's permission to travel to 
Cuba despite an economic 
embargo. 

Representatives Ileana 
Ros-Lehtinen and Mario 
Diaz-Balart of Florida on Fri¬ 
day sent a letter to Adam 
Szubin, director of the Office 
of Foreign Assets Control at 
the US Treasury Department, 
requesting information on the 
type of license Beyonce and 
Jay-Z received before travel¬ 
ing to Cuba. 

"As you know, US law ex¬ 
pressly prohibits the licensing 
of financial transactions for 
’tourist activities' in Cuba,” 
the pair wrote. 

The lawmakers went on to 
say that these restrictions 
were in place because the 
Cuban government was listed 
by the US State Department 
as one of four state sponsors 
of terrorism and has "one of 
the world's most egregious” 
human rights records. 

"Cuba's tourism industry 
is wholly state-controlled; 
therefore, US dollars spent on 


Cuban tourism di¬ 
rectly fund the ma¬ 
chinery of 

oppression that bru¬ 
tally represses the 
Cuban people,” Ros- 
Lehtinen and Diaz- 
Balart wrote. 

Beyonce and Jay- 
Z created a stir 
Thursday as they 
toured the streets of 
Old Havana, with 
hundreds of Cubans 
turning out to catch a 
glimpse of the US 
pop power couple. 

Celebrating their fifth 
wedding anniversary, they 
visited historical landmarks 
in the heart of Old Havana, 
which is a UNESCO World 
Heritage site. They snapped 
pictures and spoke with local 
residents. 

Beyonce sang the US na¬ 
tional anthem at President 
Barack Obama's inauguration 
in January and performed in 
the Super Bowl half-time 
show in February . 

After visiting the cathe¬ 
dral, the couple had lunch in 
a nearby restaurant. 

On Wednesday night, they 
also had dinner at La Guar- 
ida, one of Havana's most ex¬ 
clusive restaurants. 

Americans are not allowed 
to visit Cuba and spend 
money there unless they have 
special US government per¬ 
mission. 

According to regulations 
posted on the Treasury De¬ 
partment's website, "unless 
authorized by a general or 
specific license, any person 
subject to US jurisdiction 
who engages in any Cuba 
travel-related transaction vi¬ 
olates the regulations and 
may be subject to penalties.” 


Criminal penalties for vi¬ 
olating the regulations could 
result in up to 10 years in 
prison and $250,000 in indi¬ 
vidual fines. 

Thousands of Americans 
nevertheless visit Cuba every 
year without US permission, 
often via third countries. 
They are rarely prosecuted 
back home unless they flaunt 
their defiance of the rules. 

Beyonce is a strong and 
vocal supporter of Obama 
and helped raise money for 
his 2012 re-election cam¬ 
paign. 

In their letter, the Repub¬ 
lican lawmakers noted that 


numerous press reports de¬ 
scribed the couple's trip as 
tourism and that the Cuban 
government had touted it as 
such in its propaganda. 

"The restrictions on 
tourism travel are common- 
sense measures meant to pre¬ 
vent US dollars from 
supporting a murderous 
regime that opposes US se¬ 
curity interests at every turn 
and which ruthlessly sup¬ 
presses the most basic liber¬ 
ties of speech, assembly, and 
belief,” argued Ros-Lehtinen 
and Diaz-Balart, both Cuban- 
Americans. ”We support the 
Cuban people by refusing to 
sustain their jailers.”

Spanish youth protest around the 
world against unemployment 



MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
youths demonstrated Sunday 
in cities across Spain and 
near the country's embassies 
abroad against sky-high un¬ 
employment and poor work¬ 
ing conditions which they say 
are forcing them to move 
abroad to find work. 

Hundreds of youths 
marched to the din of drums 
and whistles in central 
Madrid behind a large black 
and white banner that read: 
”We are not leaving, they are 
throwing us out” while chant¬ 
ing ”We don't want to go!”. 

Smaller protests were held 
in Barcelona and Zaragoza in 
Spain and over 30 other cities 


around the world, from 
Vancouver to Vienna, 
where young Spaniards 
have emigrated in 
demonstrations organ¬ 
ised by a grass-roots 
group called Youth with¬ 
out a Future. 

The group posted 
photos of the demonstra¬ 
tions on its website, in¬ 
cluding one of eight 
youths who gathered in 
Ho Chi Minh in Vietnam 
holding hand-made signs and 
of a protest of around 50 peo¬ 
ple staged in Berlin. 

”We want to denounce the 
forced exile which young 
Spaniards are experiencing due 
to a lack of job opportunities," 
a spokesman for the group, 
Mikel Revuelta, told AFP at the 
end of the march in Madrid. 

Spain is struggling 
through a double-dip reces¬ 
sion sparked by the collapse 
of a decade-long building 
boom in 2008 that has driven 
its unemployment rate to 55 
percent among those aged 16 
to 24 and to a record 26 per¬ 
cent overall.

Djoko vic's win puts Serbia 
in semis 


BOISE, Idaho (AFP) - World 
No. 1 and Australian Open 
champion Novak Djoko vic's 
victory over Sam Querrey of 
the United States on Sunday 
advanced Serbia into the 
semi-finals of the Davis Cup. 

Djoko vie, who had to bat¬ 
tle through an ankle injury he 
suffered in the opening set, 
earned a 7-5, 6-7 (4/7), 6-1, 
6-0 win to give the Serbians 
an insurmountable 3-1 lead in 
the best-of-five tie against the 
Americans. 

It is the second win for 
Serbia in four years over the 
32-time titlist USA. In their 
only other previous Davis 
Cup encounter Serbia de¬ 
feated the Americans in Bel¬ 
grade in 2010.

Djokovic said. "I played re¬ 
ally well in the third and 
fourth set. 

"I am sorry for team USA 
but it was a thrilling weekend 
for all of us." 

Djokovic had to play 
through the pain of a bad 
ankle which he sprained in the 
third game of the opening set. 

"I took some anti-inflam¬ 
matories and they kicked in 
at the end of the second set. 
The anti-inflammatories were 
very strong," he said. 

Djokovic said he probably 
wouldn’t have finished the 
match if it wasn't a Davis 
Cup competition. 

Serbia will now meet ei¬ 
ther Canada or Italy in the 
semi-finals in September.

BERLIN (AFP) - Kenya's 
Jacob Kendagor won the 
Berlin half marathon on Sun¬ 
day, and dipped under the 
hour mark for the first time in 
his career, as Kenyan runners 
dominated both the mens and 
womens races. 

Kendagor, 29, came home 
in 59min 36secs to win the 
men's race ahead of compa¬ 
triot's Silas Kipruto (lhr 
12secs) and Victor 
Kipchirchir (lhr 27sec), 
while Helah Kiprop cele¬ 
brated her 28th birthday by 
winning in lhour 07.54min. 

Compatriot Philes Ongori,

This year the competition 
broke the record of partici¬ 
pants, with more than 50,000 
enrolled, which keeps the 
Parisian race among the most 
important in the world, along 
with London, Tokyo, Berlin 
and Boston.

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Pacquiao ’wants Macau fight’ 


Lin says stereotypes 
held him back 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Jeremy Lin says he felt a 
sense of bigotry towards him 
when he wasn't offered a US 
college scholarship despite 
being named one of Califor¬ 
nia's top players in his final 
high school year. 

"Well, I think the obvious 
thing in my mind is that I 
was Asian-American, which, 
you know, is a whole differ¬ 
ent issue but I think that was 
a barrier," Lin said. "I mean 
it's a stereotype." 

Speaking to the American 
news programme "60 Min¬ 
utes", Lin says he likely 
would have been given a 
basketball scholarship to a 
major university if he wasn't 
Asian-American. 

The "60 Minutes" show 
on Saturday released clips of 
the interview which aired 
last night. 

The starting point guard 
for the NBA's Houston 
Rockets, led Palo Alto High 
School to a 32-1 record and 
a state championship in 
2005-06. Lin finished with 
an average of 15.1 points, 
7.1 assists and 5.0 steals per 
game and was named north¬ 
ern California's divison two 
player of the year. 

Lin eventually signed on 
with the basketball pro¬ 
gramme at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity where he twice made the 


Ivy League all-star 
team. Despite his 
success on and off 
the court at Har¬ 
vard, Lin went un¬ 
drafted by the 
NBA. 

Asked by CB- 
SNews.com if 
NBA teams passed 
on Lin because he 
was Asian-Ameri- 
can, NBA commis¬ 
sioner David Stern 
said, "I think in the 
true sense the answer to that 
is yes." 

Lin eventually made his 
way to New York where the 
Knicks signed him as a re¬ 
serve player whose job was 
to come into the game off the 
bench. 

Lin was then thrust into a 
more prominent role when 
the club had two starters 
felled by injury. 

He led the Knicks on a re¬ 
markable winning run and his 
brilliant individual play 
sparked the catchword "Lin- 
sanity”. 

The Knicks reached the 
playoffs and Lin was ex¬ 
pected to play a big role for 
New York in the upcoming 
season. 

But when the Houston 
Rockets made an offer of $25 
million for three years and 
the Knicks refused to match 
it, Lin departed for Texas 
where retired Chinese star 
centre Yao Ming played his 
entire NBA career. 

Lin felt racism slaps last 
season such as an ESPN web¬ 
site headline "Chink in the 
armor" after he had a poor 
showing on the court. 

Lin became a star in Tai¬ 
wan, his parents' homeland, 
and China, where one of his 
grandparents is from.

MACAU, China (AFP) - next fight to be in Macau, ac- 
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cording to his promoter Bob 
Arum, who says they are 
working on an autumn show¬ 
down in the casino enclave. 

Negotiations are ongoing 
for a September rematch 
with Juan Manuel Marquez, 
who knocked Pacquiao out in 
December, Pacquiao's 
spokeswoman Rose Tamayo 
told AFP earlier this week. 

Asked late on Saturday at 
The Venetian resort-hotel in 


Macau if Pacquiao would be 
appearing there this year, 
Arum said: "I hope so, I cer¬ 
tainly hope so. That will not 
be this summer, but will 
maybe be in the fall. 

"I know he's expressed a 
desire to fight here, so we are 
working on that." 

Pacquiao wants his next 
fight to be outside the United 
States, where he has tradi¬ 
tionally fought in front of 
huge crowds and for enor¬ 
mous pay-per-view television 
revenues, to avoid high taxes. 

Tamayo had said that 
Dubai and Singapore were 
also options. 

Pacquiao, 34, has won an 
unprecedented eight world ti¬ 
tles in different weight divi¬ 
sions, and was until recently 
regarded by many as the best 
pound-for-pound boxer. 

But he lost his World Box¬ 
ing Organization welter¬ 
weight crown in June last 
year in a controversial points 
decision to US fighter Timo¬ 
thy Bradley, then suffered a 
knockout defeat to Marquez.

Louisville tonight. 

Michigan started slow Sat¬ 
urday but once it solved 
Syracuse's puzzling 2-3 zone 
defence in the first half they 
were able to open up a lead in 
the second half. 

Tim Hardaway had a 
team-high 13 points and 
Caris LeVert and Spike Al¬ 
brecht came off the bench to 
score eight and six points re¬ 
spectively for Michigan. 

C.J. Fair scored 22 points 
to lead Syracuse (30-10) in 
the loss. 

Top seed and tournament 
favourites Louisville rallied 
from a 12-point second-half 
deficit to knock off Wichita 
State 72-68 in a Final Four 
thriller at the Georgia Dome. 

The Louisville Cardinals 
won their 15th game in a row 
to advance to today's national 
college basketball champi¬ 
onship game. 

Russ Smith led Louisville 
with 21 points and Luke Han¬ 
cock added 20 points, includ¬ 
ing a comer three-pointer that 
gave the Cardinals their first 
lead of the second half at 56- 
55 with 6m 30s to play. 

Louisville were appearing 
in the Final Four for the 10th 
time. They have won the na¬ 
tional championship twice.

CHARLESTON, South Car¬ 
olina (AFP) - Serena 
Williams earned her 49th ca¬ 
reer singles title and third of 
the year by rallying to beat 
former world number one Je- 
lena Jankovic in the final of 
the Family Circle Cup on 
Sunday.
